BIOGRAPHY 

OF I 

ELVIS PRESLEY f 



Elvis Presley, the singing sensation who 
has been described as a cross between 
Johnnie Ray and Marlon Brando, and who 
has electrified show business just as Mari- 
lyn Monroe did when she first broke into 
public view, is talcing the biggest gamble 
of his young career — he's going directly 
into films as a dramatic actor. 

Shunning the easy route of most 
celebrities who show up in pictures as 
"guest stars" just for boxoffice purposes, 
Presley is jumping in as a full-fledged 
actor in a starring dramatic role and will 
rise Or fall with his critical reception. 

He's malting his film debut -— in fact, 
his very first acting attempt in any medi- 
um — in a co-starring role with Richard 
Egan and Oebra Paget in the 20th Cen- 
tury-Fox post-Civil War drama, "The 
Reno Brothers." 

He'll play his guitar and sing a couple 
of ballads that are indigenous to the 
story, but the style which won him fame 
— the roclcin' and rollin' and the jumpin' 
and jivin' — wasn't known in 1865 and 
he won't fall back on it. 

It's Presley the actor in this one and 
those who know what the handsome six- 
footer has accomplished in less than two 
years when he suddenly emerged from 
"nowhere" are sure that he'll put it over. 

Born January 8, 1935 in Tupelo, Mis- 
sissippi, Elvis was an identical twin but 
his brother did not survive and Elvis was 
raised as an only child. His father, Vernon 



Presley, was a paint factory employee. 
Elvis attended grade school in Tupelo but 
when he was 13 his parents moved to 
Memphis, Tennessee, and he attended 
and graduated from the Hume High 
School there. 

In the manner of Southern folk, Elvis 
began singing as a kid and when his 
father bought him a $2.98 guitar, he 
learned to pick out the ballads for his 
own accompaniment. It was pure chance 
that brought him to a professional career 
and overnight fame. 

He was going to school days and study- 
ing nights to be an electrician when he 
decided to make an amateur recording 
as a gift for his mother. He went to the 
Sun Record Company, in Memphis, and 
cut a record titled "That's All Right Ma- 
ma". Sam Phillips, Sun's president, heard 
the youngster sing and saw possibilities in 
his unique style. He asked Elvis to leave 
his name for a possible audition at a later 
date. 

Presley heard no more from Mr. Phil- 
lips for a year and a half and meantime 
had taken up truck driving, it being a 
more lucrative job ($35 a week) than usher- 
ing at a theatre ($14 a week). Then Phil- 
lips called and before Elvis knew what had 
happened, he was hustled into a record- 
ing session, a contract was signed, and 
"That's All Right Mama" with "Blue Moon 
Kentucky" on the other side, was re- 
leased. 



The night the record was to be played 
over Memphis station WHBQ, Elvis slip- 
ped off to a movie house and hid him- 
self He was afraid his friends would laugh 
at him. But while he was shyly watching 
a movie, destiny was sitting on his shoul- 
der. Fourteen telegrams and 47 phone 
calls hit the station during the three hour 
broadcast and Disc Jockey Dewey Phillips 
had to play the same record seven times. . 
During the week that followed seven thou- 
sand of Presley's first records were sold 
in Memphis alone. 

From then on, things moved fast. He 
was routed out on a series of personal 
appearances, was suddenly faced with 
stacks of fan mail, he was called in for 
more recordings, and Elvis found himself 
a celebrity. It is to his credit that he took 
it in stride. < 

Soon RCA Victor heard the reverber- 
ations from the South, and bought Pres- 
ley's contract from Sun, along with his 
original recordings and four additional 
discs. "Mystery Train," backed by "I For- 
got To Remember To Forget" was one of 
the Sun recordings released under the 
RCA Victor label and was soon a runaway 
hit. This was followed by Victor's "Heart- 
break Hotel," backed by "I Was The 
One." From then on, Presley's records 
have been the -sensation of the music 
world. 

Personal appearances, always accom- 
panied by the screams of a sudden legion 
of teen-age worshippers, and nationwide 
TV guest appearances (frequently stir- 
ring up controversy because of his elo- 
quent hip-movements and gestures which 
accompany his singing) have been the in- 
evitable result of his fame, and in 1956 
Elvis signed a picture deal with Holly- 
wood Producer Hal Wallis, and the deal 



to make his film debut for 20th-Pox in 
"The Reno Brothers." 

Always devoted to his parents, Elvis 
has established them in a comfortable 
home in Memphis, which will continue to 
be his "home base." Although a prize 
catch for any young lady, he has man- 
aged to remain fancy-free and has no, 
serious romantic attachments. 

Admittedly enjoying his sudden afflu- 
ence, Elvis owns four Cadillacs, one pink 
and black, another canary yellow, one 
white and one plain black, as well as a 
motorcycle which he rides with consider- 
able enthusiasm. Football and boxing are 
his favorite spectator sports, while his 
hobbies include music of all types and 
tinkering with machinery. 

Six-foot-two inches tall, he has brown 
hair worn in a style which is his trademark 
— a heavy mop over his forehead, a duck- 
tail in the back, and sideburns. His eyes 
are a deep blue, his nose straight and 
. Barrymorish, his jaws and mouth strong. 
In the words of a music magazine re- 
porter (female) he has a "bristling, almost 
brutish, handsomeness". That description 
ought to do until a better one comes 
along.
